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To the Board of Trustees: 


To paraphrase Dickens, 1967 for the Gary Public Library was “ the best of 
times, the worst of times,” the deepest snow, the most air-conditioning, a low- 
ered circulation, a higher use of materials, the satisfaction of a branch con- 
pleted, the frustration of not being able to start another. It has been a year 
of change, change geared to the needs of our community oh the one hand and the 
ever expanding field of human knowledge on the other. 


Use of the libraries increased overall with the demand emphasizing reference 
services and a loss shown in the number of books circulated. The latter is at- 
tributed to several causes including increased number and size of school library 
collections, the migration of many residents to the suburbs, and the increased 
fees charged non-residents for the privilege of borrowing from the Gary Public 
Library. Increases are indicated in use of films, pictures, and reference ma- 
terials by the serious student, whether young or old, who is reading with a pur- 
pose. 


Service beyond the ordinary started in January with the “ Big Snow” when 
the Library, with most community organizations, was closed from Thursday after- 


noon until Tuesday. But that did not mean the Main Library was unused. 90 peo- 
ple marooned on a bus were housed for the night and bedded down as best they 
could with Car] Stalhandske, also marooned, as “ housemother™. 


The death of Thad Menzie, Trustee, was a shock to both staff and the Board. 
Orval Kincaid was appointed by Judge Kaul as a replacement. Ann Gregory was 
reappointed for a four year term by the Schoo! Board. 


Completion and dedicotion in April! of the remede!ece and eniarged jonn F. 
Kennedy Branch in Glen Park is considered the major improvement in the physical 
plant, but cir-conditioning for Tolleston cnd Alcott probably seem more impor- 
tant in those areas. All units except Bailey are now air-conditioned. Some im- 
provements have been made in the engineering problems affecting air flow at the 
Main Library. It appears the rest we wil] continue to endure as best we can. 


Funds to develop plans, acquire a site, ani construct a new mid-town branch 
remain practically non-existent with funds for the Library Improvement Reserve 
Fund cut from the 1968 budget as it had been from the 1967. Without these funds 
plans to apply for matching Library Services and Construction Act Funds money 
were useless. With the Model] Cities development progress .is further delayed a- 
waiting appointment of an advisory committee from the community, a requirement 
for use of any federal] funds. 


An advisory Committee on Site for the branch had been appointed by the 
Board of Trustees, met frequently, and decided on 15th or 19th and Broadway. 
The latter coincided with the recommendation of Joseph Wheeler, noted library 
site consultant, who had been employed by the Board. 


Total demolition of Truck #2 in an accident resulted in a new color image 
for the mobile fleet with brown and cream chesen for our library colors. An 
order had already been given to replace Truck #1, so there are two new units 
almost simultaneously, a situation not probable again in the near future. 

With the new bookmobile expected in 1968 our mobile service wil] be ready for 
continued improved use. 


Small changes were made in the Popular Library with construction of an 
office area for the Department Head. At the same time the Adult Education 
Department was moved to part of the Conference Room. 


As vacancies occur contract janitorial service is being used in branches. 
Kennedy, Brunswick, and Wildermuth Branches were added during the year to 
Alectt which already had this service. Cleaning is satisfactory and costs re- 
duced, but there are some problems in physical arrangements for programs when 
no janitors are available to move tables and chairs. 


Fees for non-residents using the library facilities were raised to $20.00 
per year to match the average family rate paid in taxes by Gary residents. 
This has probably reduced use somewhat, but has also brought comments such as, 
““Tt's well worth the money”. Fines were also raised for books not returned 
on time. Although book returns have improved, there is more reaction on this, 
particularly on juvenile materials. Both have undoubtedly affected circula- 
tion figures. 


Summary reports which follow indicate increased use of meeting rooms and 
increased services to groups of the community. 


Looking toward the future will need to foliow the national trend, more 
emphasis on services to the individual, particularly for the non-reader, the 
low achiever, the under-privileged. We have made a start in programs through 
the Adult Education program, but wil] need to find better means of reaching 
this person as an individual cr as a member of a group. 


Trailer service to children at elementary schools was initiated in Gary 
some 30 years ago. Whether it needs to be continued or to take a different 
emphasis will be studied in early 1968. 


Automation for everyone for everything is about us. How it can be effi- 
ciently used in the public library will take continued study and development 
to see where it fits our own particular library system. 


We are happy to submit this first annua] report in several years and it 
is our intention to publish one regularly.

REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 


Local and world events were much in evidence in requests for reference and 
research in the Department. Numerous requests were made by mayoral candidates 
and others running for political office. World problems were reflected in in- 
quiries on race relations, Vietnam, urban renewal, pollution, LSD and marijuana, 
hospital crisis, crime, oceanography, “ hippies". 

Heavy demand often reflected too those materials highly promoted, some of 
substantial content and often those of little importance. Such books included 


Death of a President, Edgar Cayce-Sleeping Prophet, Madame Sarah, New Industrial 


YY 
State, Our Crowd, Search for the Truth, Seventh Step, Twenty Letters to a Friend, 
Games People Play, and Medium is the Massage. 


Significant reference works purchased were Encyclopedia of Philosophy, Ran- 
dom House Dictionary, Crowell*s Handbook of Classical Drama, Richett’s Wildflow- 
ers of the United States, Reader's Encyclopedia of Shakespeare, and Larousse En- 
cyclopedia. 

Teletype interlibrary loan continued to be a useful adjunct to patron ser- 
vice and several local hospitals and doctors took advantage of the service from 
the Indiana University Medical School Library, Of 1076 books requested, 745, or 
70%, were filled. This compares with 687 requested and 562 filled in 1966. The 
Gary Public Library requested assistance on 21 reference questions. 84 medical 
requests were filled. 

Being assigned to the Indiana Room three afternoons per week has enabled the 
librarian in charge to make real progress in reorganization of the material and 
several patrons have found this an excellent time to do their research. Histo- 
ries and theses, besides the shorter assignments, have included help on history 
of the negro in Gary and in Indiana, 40th anniversary of St. Augustine's Church, 
photographs for the redevelopment commission, and a perennial favorite, Dr. Wirt 
and the Gary School system. A study is being made on the feasibility of dupli- 
cating some of the old photographs to make them more available for occasional 
loan. The collection of slides, modernized for the sesquicentennia], continue 
to be of interest to groups. 

The W.P.A. index to Gary newspapers is gradually becoming available for 
practical use with its retyping on cards by a Neighborhood Youth Corp worker, 

60 catalog drawers have been completed to date. 

Government documents have been reorganized and selection restudied for need 
by decreasing holdings in agriculture and adding to those on small] business. 

The Dennison Copier, underwritten by the Friends of the Library, proved its 
worth by paying for itself in a little less than a year.. It is hoped that the 
reduction in cost per item from 25¢ to 10¢ will further reduce the aggravating 
and serious problem of mutilation, theft, and non-return of materials. 

A sampling, February 28 - March 18, showed an average of 40 telephone in- 
quiries per day. (More complete statistics are being kept for 1968) 

Tours and instruction for groups such as Vista, bank training class, Man- 
power, Secretaries’ Association, as well as cooperation with other departments 
for scout tours or parents’ programs are all part of informing the citizens of 
services available from their public library. 


POPULAR LIBRARY 


With the addition of a Film Librarian and a new Young Adult Librarian, as 
well as a new Clerical] V in the Department a series of training sessions were in- 
itiated to familiarize personnel with the many procedures, routines, policies, 


and besic tools. These are being continued on a regular monthly schedule. 
Programs have been provided by iibrary staff to 41 groups outside the li- 
brary. These included:

(This does not include additional programs given by branch personne]). 


Slides are being prepared on Jibrary services and will be valuable in use 
with groups. as wel] as at fairs, home shows, career councils. 

Programs for all ages and many interests are sponsored by the library. 
Figures show attendance at the Main Library and branches for film programs as 
15,303 persons viewing 463 films. 

Fomily Film Night, now in its third year, continues popular. Audiences 
vary from 50 toe 180 with no recognizable relevance to season or weather. 

The Senior Citizens Library Club averaged 95, with a high of 140 during the 
year. The group is a true example of adult education, for it has gradually be- 
come more self-reliant in planning and managing its programs, tours, or special 
luncheons. 

Five Great Books Discussion groups were active with the 13th year group 
taking national senior honors. Special reading lists have been prepared for this 
unique group. 

Teen Night, featuring films and speakers, averaged 45-50 each Tuesday Night 
and work with the Teen Counci] on Saturday mornings is making it not only a bet- 
ter structured program but of more interest to the young people themselves, They 
are thinking of other projects, such as “redecoration” of the Young Adult area to 
look more teen oriented, establishing a film forum discussion, forming a contem- 
porary jiterature discussion group. 

Film usage continued to climb with the much needed and delayed film catalog. 
With the addition also of the film librarian, a better schedule of previewing, 
weeding, and replacement of the collection is possible. Weekly training programs 
for staff, particularly branches, were arranged on the use of projectors, as we] ] 
as discussion of suitability of films for programs within or without the library. 
Continued requests from smal] organizations indicate a need for projectors for 
loan, perhaps on a rental! basis. Also, consideration should be given to offering 
film programs by staff. as we now do with book talks and slide presentations. 

Art reference use continues with Indiana University students as high users. 
The art reproduction collection and use has increased gradually with 774, or 116 
more than 1966, checked out during the year from a total] collection of 223 prints. 

Bibliographies are in preparation for artists represented and will be circu- 
lated with each picture in the hope that patrons will broaden their cultura] back- 
ground by reading about the artist as they enjoy viewing his work. 

As in many services, although circulation has decreased, there has been in- 
creased “in library” use of records, so that at times there have been people wait- 
ing to use the turntables. Indications are that mono records are slowly being 
displaced by stereo, so the library will need to increase its proportion of pur- 
chases accordingly.

Records for branch use are from a poo! collection rotated from the Extension 
Department. High circulation at a few of the branches indicate these should be 
studied for perhaps enlarged, more permanent selections. 

Coordination of several public relations projects have emanated from the de- 
partment, not only in regular New Books List, now revised to Library Book Notes, 
and Calendar of Events, but Mrs. Walker has been Chairman of the Public Relations 
Committee, composed of representatives of al] the public libraries in the county. 
Weekly broadcasts on WWCA have been done cooperatively and announcements prepared. 
A Workshop on the theme was arranged for a]] systems and another on Displays pre- 
pared for early 1968. 

Serious study has brought requests for programmed teaching machines, so this 
media needs review in relation to use and library objectives. Growth of collec- 
tions and use of both music and ort materials wil! soon need restudy and possible 
relocation. 


CHILDREN’S SERVICES 


From this Department the word was “improve”. This was done by standardizing 
and bettering collections, improvement in routines or initiating new ones, 
strengthening lines of communication. 

Invitations to al] elementary principals, including those served by the 
trailer library, brought good response with visits to the library for acquaint- 
ance with services, rules, books and stories. Half of each visit time was al- 
lowed for browsing. 

Limiting each pre-school session to 30 youngsters meant a fifth group at 
both Kennedy and Wildermuth, but the lightened load indicates better rapport with 
the children and better listening. Felt teddy bear name tags were delightfully 
received and the teddy bear book bag introduced became a popular center from 
which to select a book to take home. Training in use of puppets and reintroduc- 
tion of the flanne] board have widened techniques and added interest in suitable 
programming. . 

Initia] programs for parents concurrent with the story hour at Main, 
Brunswick, Kennedy, Roosevelt and Wildermuth take time and effort with real suc- 
cess not really shown, but review indicates the programs should be continued, 
even if a few parents find this a good opportunity to leave a child and run off 
to do errands, sometimes making problems with the small or insecure child. 

Regular visits were made to non-profit nursery schoo] and to profit-making 
ones as schedules permitted. 

Saturday film programs continued in a spring and fall series in the Main 
Auditorium. Wildermuth continues its regular Saturday one and Kennedy arranged 
special ones for Thanksgiving and Christmas. Book Week “specials” brought ex- 
cellent groups at al] branches, indication that regular Saturday programs are 
needed at all branches, but space and personne] remain unsolved problems. 

A summer series of programs with the theme “Al] Aboard for Adventure” was 
carried on at Main and branches. An experiment was also tried with a daily 
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story hour in the Main Children’s Room, conducted by one of the college student 
summer employees. 

Gearing the juvenile collection to the non-fiction needs of present day 7th 
and 8th graders continues to be a problem because material is frequently net 
available and this age youngster is often not ready for the larger reference 
area or format of adult books. 313 referrals were made to the Reference depart- 
ment from Main Children’s Room, 46 more than in 1966, which reflect this problem 
area. 


EXTENSION AND BRANCHES 


The library reaches ovt more and more with its many services even though 
these are not reflected in circulation statistics. Deposit collections have 
been prepared for Head-Start, special tutoring programs, the new Boys’ Club, 
nursery homes and the nurses’ home at Mercy Hospital. 

Trailer service changed from a three week schedule to a two week one as 
several elementary schools considered their schoo] library collections adequate. 
Circulation decreased, but at the same time it is felt that this improves ser- 
vice where it is given. Routing requests from teachers for classroom collec- 
tions through Materials’ Center personnel should also assist the schools in 
building up their collections as needs are indicated. 

In-Service training continues to be the greatest need as branch personnel 
changes are made, frequently bringing in new or completely inexperienced staff. 

Three branches only, Brunswick, Kennedy, and Wildermuth showed increases 
for the year, perhaps indicating that use is dependent upon an adequate collec- 
tion, trained staff, and space. 

Reference questions reflect the same trend at branches as at Main, ques- 
tions are more difficult and necessitate more individual help on a higher pro- 
fessional] level. 

A figure that indicates branch use and often level] of use is that some 
5000 items were sent to branches by the Extension Department to fill] requests. 
This often means research for material not available at the branch and may 
serve as a clue to needs in its collection. It also serves as a basis for 
training when materia] may be available at the branch, but the staff member 
needs help in interpreting the question or in knowledge of materiais. 


ACQUISITIONS 


Problems with the Xerox machine and the usua] bulk ordering late in the 
budget year, coordination of the machine for preparation of library materials 
other than cards made problems, but cooperation in scheduling, repair of the 
machine, and efforts by all Departments to improve the bulk ordering are 
bringing results. In spite of the backlog at the end of the year, 33,613 books 
were processed, 64 more than in 1966. Without the breakdown, it would have 
been a banner year.

Continuing inventory, begun a few years ago, is making the collection 
more accurate, not only for statistics, but for awareness in needed replacements 
or additions. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


The experimental program for broadening of Adult Education activities seems 
well underway as the first year ends. A Lake County Education Coordinating Coun- 
cil has been orqanized and new officers appear to be taking over some of the re- 
sponsibility carried by the Library in initial projects, a desirable situation. 

A Great Decisions group began in late 1967 as wel] as a Public Affairs discussion 
group. Both are sma]l!, but they appear to be filling a need in the community. 
The sessions cn orientation to use of the library were not well attended, though 
the few present were much interested and asked good questions. Perhaps some 
other means of promotion needs to be considered in an attempt to reach those who 
would be interested. 

One participation training session for members of the staff brought excel] - 
lent results and further sessions should give this opportunity to a majority of 
the staff. Probably more needs to be done in coordination with community groups, 
according to needs elicited from the community, in cooperation with branch li- 
brarians. 


DISPLAYS 


No annual report would be complete without mention of the fine work done by 
our two display artists. Their ingenuity and creativity are verbally noted by 
both staff and the public. 


VISITORS 


The Gary Public Library has had a number of visiting foreign l]ibrarians 
through the years, but our guest from Ghana, Miss Julianna Sackey, was probably 


most enjoyed by all. Julianna was one of a group sponsored jointly by the State 
Department and A.L.A, and represented her country well. We were at ease with her 
and she with us, so we could learn from each other in her five weeks’ visit. 


FRIENDS OF THE GARY PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Friends of the Library continues to be the “in deed” friend it was in- 
tended to be and its annua] Book Bazaar reaches many more than its members. Pro- 
grams in April and November included Robert Cromie, editor of the Chicago Tribune 
Books, and Rabbi Carl Miller, who spoke on problems in the Near East. The sculp- 
ture by Lee Schillereff, The Inquisitive Child, placed in Main Children’s Room, 
was dedicated in the spring, the first scholarship was granted to Kathryn 
Kromminga for summer library science course work at Indiana University, the 
Dennison Copier, installed in the Reference Room, was paid for at twenty five 
cents per copy and the income returned to the Friends. A committee has been ap- 
pointed to recommend a piece of sculpture for the Kennedy Branch. 


STAFF 


Although we are very proud of the long tenure of a large portion of our 
staff, and a}though we are making good progress with fine college graduates 
filling professional positions and taking library science courses as available, 
there are serious gaps. Many of these college graduates will never be able to 
complete more than the minimum course work in library science. The biggest 
weakness remains a lack of younger staff with the full Master’s degree who will 
be able to move up into more responsible positions as retirement approaches for 
8 members within: the next 5 years, if retirement is taken at age 62. Three of 
these could retire in 1968 and 1969.
